way. Personable, mettlesome, gift- 
ed, she was a likely prospect for 


a good marriage, and one was ar-| 


ranged for her. She would have 
none of it, for she had other as- 
pirations. 

It was her vocation to bring to- 
gether in community the women 
who, in lately Christianized Ire- 
land, devoted themselves to the 
religious life. Since there were no 
convents for these, they stayed at 
home. Brigid changed all that. 
Traveling the length and breadth 
of the island in a chariot, she an- 
ticipated the great St. Teresa in 
the number and arduousness of 
|the journeys she made to found 
houses for nuns. 
| These were no petty or secluded 
| establishments. The convent itself 
was the heart of a_ settlement 
| where the agricultural crafts were 


n 


(expertly practiced and taught. A 


;center of holiness was also a pop- 
jular center of the arts of peace 
and progress. Brigid, by the end 
of her life, was the mother abbess 
of some 13,000 nuns. But her in- 
fluence extended far beyond these: 
the whole Irish people felt the 
effect of her leadership away from 
| strife and toward the development 
'of a deeply Christian culture. 

_ A Mystic and a tutor in mystic- 
ism, she was yet the most practi- 
cal of women. Nothing more 
keenly delighted her than menial 
work, with the broom, at the oven. 
She brewed fine ale, loved music, 
jlavished hospitality on the poor 
‘and laughed at the tricks of those 
who imposed on her generosity. 


| age Her health was as rude as 
r perception of spiritual reality 
was delicate. And her influence on 
ithe great ones of the land was 
tremendous. 
Miss Curtayne, who has achieved 
a lively and winning portrait out of 
‘rather scanty materials, makes a 
good point in linking the Brigi- 
dine spirit with the Franciscan. 
About Brigid, as about Francis, 
ithere is a shrine of springtime. 
'Both cherished everything of God's 
|making, both awoke in jaded hearts

Joan Of Arc 


No one knows much of Brigid's 
death, when she was in her seven- 
ties. It was unspectacular. Not so 
that of Joan of Arc, at the age of 
19. Everyone knows of the im- 
perishable horror and glory of her 
destruction in the flames weirdly 
lighting the square of Rouen. 

Like Brigid, she was well school- 
/ed in the work of farmfolk. She 
|was born in a hamlet on the very 
edge of the territory held by the 
still uncrowned king of France, 
Charles VII. Of the rest of what 
is now France, some was then oc- 
cupied by the English, some ruled 
by the Duke of Burgundy who 


a hundred years there had raged 
murderous conflict, with the com- 
mon people the chief victims.

Our Stamps Prove Our Heritage 


A Collection Of ‘Catholic Stamps’ Of The United States 


TAMP collecting is, of course, a; 

hobby. In its universal appeal | 
it has found followers ranging all | 
the way freA kings to trash haul-| 
ers. It has several interesting and} 
educational aspects, which ac-| 
count for its attractiveness to col- | 
lectors. The tens of thousands of | 
stamps being issued throughout} 
the world render an inexhaustible 
field for the enthusiast. 

Because of the tremendous vol- 
ume of stamps circulating in re-| 
cent years, it has become almost 
a physical impossibility for the 
liesure-time collector to keep up| 
with every nation in the universe. 
The result is that there is a defin- | 
ite trend toward specialization in| 
stamp collecting. 

In specializing, the collector re- | 
stricts his interest to stamps which 
fall within certain defined classi- 
fications. Thus, many today col- 
lect United States of America 
stamps only. Others take an in- 
terest in certain foreign countries. 
There are those who gather air 
mail stamps. Some collections con- 
tain only commemorative issues. | 

One large group of specialists 
may be classified as “expert phila- | 
telists.” Their fancy has been 
caught in assembling all the dif-| 
ferent varieties of the same stamp. | 
These differences result from’ the. 
manner in which the stamp is| 
printed. Paper having different |
